CONDITIONS OF 
CROP SHOWING 
IMPROVEMENT 


Department of Agriculture Re- 
port Records Recovery From 
Frost and Drought: 


The official crop report for the 
week, handed out on Saturday by the 
department of agriculture, shows @ 
betterment in crop conditions, both in 
the north and south of the province, 
The report reads: 

“Immediately after the frost it was 
apparent that the greater portion of 
the wheat and barley crop was de- 
stroyed As the season advances some 
improvement is noticeable On the 
high ground, where the wheat and 
barley was well advanced before the 
frost, a proportion of the heads are 
filling, and in isolated cases where 
early varieties were sown there will be 
a 80 per cent. or 40 per cent. crop. 
The rains which have falien through- 
out the north country have heiped the 
wheat to keep its color well Over a 
good deal of the frozen area the wheat 
whi_h is standing is still a good color 
and will make very good winter food 
Where it has been possibie for tarmers 
to secure a market they are now busi- 
ly engaged in cutting. Some cutting of 
ripe grain has commenced in the south 
country, but will not be general for a 
few days yet. 

“Recent rains thr ughout the south- 
ern country have made a material im- 
provement in crop conditions, In cer- 
tain districts of the south where the 
prospect Was poor two weeks ago 
heavy rains have fallen and the grain 
is now filling nicely. On account of 
this moisture the feed situation in 
many localities is sreatly relieved and 
conditions are much more encouraging 
than they have been for some time, 
Over a considerable area of the south- 


leastern part, however, there has been

“Many of the southern etookmen are 
now in the north, either putting up 
hay themselves or contracting for it 
in the stack, There is a large amount

“On the other hand farmers hesitate 
to cut this feed until there ie a market 
in sight for it Most of the business 


lwhich has been transacted so far has 


been done on a basis of $7 to $9 a ton 
in the stack, the purchaser to look 
after the baling, and in case he wishes 


to ship stock to winter,’ the feed is 
mostly being purchased on the same 
basis in the stack, some special ar- 


rangement being made for hauling the 
feed from the stack to the feeding 


quarters. 

“Considerable numbers of sheep and 
cattle have been moved north already 
for pasturing and wintering.”

The war news continues most 
cheering. To Canadians the most 
interesting item in the late des- 
patches will be that the Canadi- 
ans and Australians have been in 
it south of the Somme and Chaul- 
nes, an important railway centre 
and German base, was captured by 
them on Saturday. The signifi- 
cance of this stroke is suggested 
by the fact that Chaulnes lies fif- 
teen miles east of Amiens, half 
way between that city and St. 
Quentin. Its capture means that 
at this front—where he made his 
most determined drive—the ene- 
my has now lost half the ground 
he won on his desperate offensive 


last spring. 


Sir Robert Borden cables from 
England that the prisoners taken 
by the Canadians are more numer- 
ous than the casualties they sus 
tained. In that event the casual 
ties inflicted upon the enemy rep- 
resent a net loss to him not bal- 
anced by losses on our side. The 
news despatches state that Ger- 
man generals and colonels are 
among the prisoners and th 
there are signs of demoralization 
and confusion among the oppos- 
ing forces) The current maxim— 
that the attacking force loses 
most heavily—seems to be in a fair 
way to be disproven by the pres- 
ent operations. So far as reports 
can be trusted the enemy is not 
only losing ground, but losing men 
far faster than the Allies, and 
guns, ammunition and material of 
all sorts to boot. How far the 
drive can be pushed, how far it is 
intended to push it, and what the 
results may be, is all guesswork ; 
but that it is succeeding, and pro- 
ducing a vast loss of man power 
and material to the foe is appar- 
ent. 


It is possible, of course, to ex- 


aggerate the immediate effects of | 


the Allied drive upon the plans 
and prospects of the enemy, and 
to arouse premature hopes that 
this is ‘the beginning of the end."’ 
Still, it is better at this stage of 
the war to be cheered by success 
than to be depressed by a defeat. 
No doubt the reverses 
have been sustained by the Allies 
in the past years of the struggle 
toughened their resolution to see 
the thing through. at all costs. But 
it is equally undeniable that the 
news of German victories—real or 
invented—has inspired the Ger- 
man people and their Allied na- 
tions to efforts and sacrifices al- 
most beyond precedent. The war 
has now drawn on so long that the 
effect of a decisive defeat may eas- 
ily be—not to inspire to firmer 
resolution—but to depress. What- 
ever inspiration is to be drawn 
from unfavorable news the Allies 
have secured in days gone by. All 
the more on’ that account, the daily 
reports that the enemy is being 
pressed back at the point where 
he sought.to advance mnst bring 
them encouragement, and help to 
stiffen the morale of the Allied 
peoples.
